WAHniNOTON, Nov. 27.~The Demo- 
cratic members of the committee on 
ways and means completed their tariiT 
Ull lata last night near midnight, the 
lait item finally acted npon being the 
■agar MhedQle. It being brought to 
their attention that Rpecalatora fslaely 
pretending to have information of their 
proposed action, have been soekinjj to 
manipulate the stock market, they 
deeiAed it best to depart from their gen 
«ral plan of refusing infomiatlon as to 
tariff items 'until their full bill ia made 
public, and at once to publish their con- 
clusions on this schedule so that alt men 
mar stand on the Muna footing of 
autnentic information. 

The new bill to be promulgaitad will 
show the following changes in tht^ 
sugar schedule. The duty on refined 
sugar is reduced from one-half to one 
quarter of a cent a pound. Baw sugar 
remains free of tax. The McKinley 
bounty is repealed progrsssively, that 
is one eighth each year, so at the end 
of eight yean it is to ceaie entirely. 

The new bill will be laid befora the 
full membership of the way* and 
means oommittee today. The call for 
a full meeting of the oommittee was is- 
sued nearly a week ago by Chairman 
Wilson, when the committee convenes 
the bill wiU be aubmitted by Chairman 
Wileon and then read at length, and a 
Demooratio member will then promptly 
more that it be adopted by the commit- 
tee. The measure wUl ba adopted by a 
strict party vote. 

It is now definitely announced that 
the internal revenue schedule will be 
reserved until a later date, as it ia not 
yet contemplated. The practical cer- 
tainlT, however, that the chanKes iu 
tUi featvre of the law will be sliRht. 
•ad that the increase of the whisky 
tax, if an increase at all, will not ex- 
ceed 10 cents per gallon, deprives the 
internal revenue aehednla of any great 
public interest. 

In its general terms the new tariff 
bill may be called a radical measure. 
Tlie fr«e list will be a surprise to the 
country. It will include wool, iron ore, 
coal, cotton ties, copper, lumber, choc- 
olate, salt, binding twine, fiaz, lead ore 
and many other articles of less import- 
ance to toe large commercial interests. 

The disposition of wool and woolen 
goods has been one of the most difficult 
problems that the committee had to 
solve. After two months of delibera- 
tion it has been finallv decided to adopt 
the Springer policy of th«» )»«^ confrresa 
in au the material details, and the 
written report to accompany this por- 
tion of the bill will also be sulistantial- 
ly the roport of the last chairnuin of 
the ways and qieans committee, there- 
fore, the wool und woolen schedule 
will be as follows: 

All wools, hair of the camel, goat, al- 
paca and other like animals and all 
wool and hair on the skin, all top waste, 
Blubbing waste, roving waste, ring 
waste, yarn waste, card waste, bur 
waste ^d flocks, including all waste or 
rags comi)08ed wholly or in part, of 
wool, worsted or hair of the camel, 
goat, etc., valued at not more than JJO 
cents per pound, are rated at U") per 
cent, which is the ad valorem rate un- 
der the present law without the speciKc 
duty which that bill provides. 

Un all woolen ana worsted clothes, 
shawls and knit fabrics, and all fabrics 
made on knitting machines or frames, 
and all manufactures of every de- 
scription made wholly or in part of 
wool and worsted or hair of the 
camel, goat, etc., valued at not more 
than 80 cents per jumnd, the duty is 40 
per cent. On blankets. hatH or wool, 
flannels, underwear. conii)OHPd wholly 
or in part of wool or hair of the camtd, 
goat, etc., valued at not more than U() 
cents per pound, the duty is 'ir> per 
cent! valued at more than HO cents and 
not more than .W cent« per ])ound, the 
duty is 80 per cent. On blaiiket.s and 
liats of wool valued (it not nmre tlian 
50 cents per ponud. the duty in ;!.') per 
cent. 

There is likewise a well accrtfilited 
forecast as to the Hcheiiule, which in- 
cludes women's and cliildren's dress 
goods ou which with < "itt liTiinj;H, Itul 
isn cloths and {^oods of Kimd.ir cbanic- 
ter. the warp of which is cotton or 
other vegetable matter, the value not 
Mceeding 1.^ cents per s(iiiare yard, a 
duty of 3'^ per cent is placed. I Ui women's 
and children's dren8 goods, wholly or in 
part, wool, worsted, etc.. the duty is 
fixed at 40 per cent. < Hi clolhiiig ready 
made and articles of wearing apparel, 
the duty of 4") per cent Ih nlaced. 

On cloaks, dcdnians, jackets, etc., for 
ladies and children, a duty of 45 iier 
cent; on webbing, suspenders, bolting, 
binding, braids, g.-illoous, fringes, etc., 
40 per cent; on common carjiets which 
were tfix^'d HU per cent in the Sprintjer 
bill, the duty in the tariff bill will be 
about 85 per cent and on some of the 
finer grades of cari)et«, all of which 
were taxed 4C i>er cent iu the Springer 
bill, the duty in this bill is som^jwhat 
less. The cut in the linen schedule is 
quite heavy; that on silk is oompara-

The beet information ia that iteel 
rails will probably be put at |8 or fB 
a ton, a smaller figure^, r smrsss m ting a 

tariff of 40 per cent ad valbrem, while 
nails are selling at their present low 
price of S30. Rails will be one of the 
few articles npon which a specific duty 
will be retained. Pig iron will prob- 
ablv be put at R per cent, while bar iron 
will be reduced about 60 per cent. 

The rate on nearly all manufactures 
of cotton will be 40 per cent. This will 
include hosiery, which now pays com- 
pound duties ranging as high as 78 per 
cent of the classifications of different 
grades of goods will be abandoned. 
Manufactures of flax, hemp and lute 
will be greatly reduced in view of the 
placing of the raw materials on the 
free list. 

The compound duty on collars and 
cuffs, it is said, will be abandoned and 
nothing left but the ad valorem rate of 
85 or 40 ^r cent. The chinaware 
schedules will probably be reduced 10 
per cent on the existing rates of 60 tx;r 
cent and 55 per cent. The McKinley 
bill restored the duty on coverings, 
which are a large element in the cost 
of chinawnre and practically made the 
increase in duty much greater than the 
apparent change^n the ad valorem rate. 

'The latest reports from authentic 
Honrces give the following as included 
in the free list section of the new tariff 
bill: Wool, iron, ore, goal, binding 
twine, lumber, lead ore salt freestone, 
granite, sandstone, limestone and other 
unilding or monumental stone except 
marble, unmanufactured or undressed, 
grindstones, finished or unfinished, 
copper imported in the form of ore.-;, 
regulus of copper and black or coarse 
copjmr and copper cement, bine vitrol 
or sulphate of copper, all preparations 
of coal tar. not i-olors or ilye.n. borii.v. 
crude or borate of soda or b;;r!itc of 
lime, coloring for ^'andy. wine 
beer or other liiiii'rs; copperas 
of sulphate of iron, louine resumblined. 
olive oil, indigo, phosperous. sponges, 
aluminum in crude form, alloys of anv 
kiny in which aluminum is the com 
ponent materiid of chief value, anti- 
mony as regulns or metal, metallic 
mineral substances in a crude state and 
metals unwrought, fia.\ straw, fla.\. 
spices ground or powdered, cayenne 
pepper, sage, timber hewn and sawed 
and timber used fcr spars and in buUd 
ing wharves, timber squared or sided 
sawed boards. ]ilank, deals and oriiei 
lumber of hemlock, white wood, sycn 
more, white pine and bass wood not 
planed or finished, cotton tics, choc: late 
and lead ores.

Chairman 
Wilson said: "The regular schedule 
we have made public Uscause it was 
leported speculators were attempting 
to manipulate the market on the 
strength of alleged inside information 
and we did not desire to be considered 
a party to anytliing of tliis kind."

An Old and Hte Wife Horribly

CoLUMnrs, O.. Nov 37.— Daniel 
Thomas, an (H-centric and wealthy 
farmer, residing,' mic luile northwest of 
the citj', ci.»im n. Hr li. iii^,' murdered by 
robliers at his home early Saturday 
morning. Thomas is reputed to Ik) a 
man of great w«»Uh, and bin visiblH 
possessions in the city and country 
would place him at a half millionaire. 

He arose early iu the morning and 
went out to the 1 nrn liefore his wife 
bod arisen, ami winli' tliere tie was ac- 
costed by three Htranuers who demanU- 
ed his money. As w, preliminary he 
was knocked down, and the robbers 
proceeded t») drag him in the direi tion 
of the robbers. Mrs. Thomas heard his 
cries and hurriedly ran to his assist- 
ance. They had a vicious bull dog I'oii- 
fined iu the hfjuse, aud he sprang; out 
when the (V)or opened, aud wan in the 
act of coming to the relief of his mas- 
ter when one of the robbers shot him. 

They continued on their way, one of 
the robbers taking charge of Jlrs. 
Thomas with a revolver. After both 
had been taken to the house 
Thomas pnxluii'd ^'Vt an<l a watch, 
which he claimed was all he had, but 
the robbers were not satisfied and 
mode Thoniftfi and hia wife reiinAe 
their clothes, tied them to chairs and 
proceeded to (lunish tlieni. Af ter blind- 
folding them, the robU-rs Imrned their 
flesh with matches iu their efforts to 
make them Idl what* tdiay kept their 

money. 

Fin.illy Mrs. Tiioiuas Idosein'd herself 
»iiil ran from the lunise and to a nei^b 
bor, Imt the r(n)berH escajied soon alter 
she had left. tliouKb not without beat 
ing old man Thuinas about tfio face 
anti head uutd Ins condition is consid- 
ered most critical. There is not c-lew 
to the identity of the robbers, though 
the detectivea have theoase in band. 

MARKED FOR~A"sSASsiNATION. 

Tirtj Attempt* M»cl« Within • Week to 
Harder » Clevelaad Man. 

ClkvklaM), Nov. 27.— D. H. Patter- 
son, timekeeper at the Otis iron and 

steel works, in this city, has evidently 
been marked for assassination. Twice 
within a week his life has been at- 
tempted. One night about a week ago 
a pistol was fired at him as he was rid- 
ing in his carriage. Tte bullet struck 
hiH hat. kno<;king it from his head. 

.Saturday iright. as he sat in his office, 
three shuts were tired at him throngh 
the window. The curtain was down, 
and the assassin evidently aimed at 
I'atterson's shado^, and fop that reason 
missed his mark. Elevdu years ago, 
and five years ago. Mr. Patterson was 
shot at, but he escaped injury In both 
caaes. He can not imagine why he 
should be pursued ii# such a way, for 
he has uot, as he knows, a single ene- 
my. There la no olajv to th* woold-be 
murderer.

WASHiMOTOir, Nov. ST.— tTllHtd States 
^nreaaurer D. N. Morgan has submitted 
to Secretary Carlisle his annual report 
on the operations and conditions of the 
treasury. It sliows that the net ordi- 
nary revenues for i\w fiscal year lNt»8 
were $885.H19,(<2U, an increase of 9ao,- 

1,844 over those of Hha year before. 
The net ordinary expenditorei were 
9888,447,554, an increase of 988,454,628. 

There was, therefore, a decrease of 
$7,772,779 in the surplus revenues re- 
ducing them to $-!,:iH,(l7 I. Including 
the putilic debts, the total receiuts were 
S732.S71,214 and the total expenditures 
$77i!.<)07,lli»H. The public funds amoun- 
ed .Tune :io. to 87X1, It")!, HU,') and 

on June :!(), ls'j:t. to .sT )t;,."i;is.(j.V'). After 
setting apart those sums of j^ld. silver 
and United .States notes which were 
held for tlie redemption of certificates 
of deposit and treasury notes, there 
was left a reserve or general fund of 
*IN7,0r2.Vt0 in 1892 und $1U^. 107,891 in 
18118. 

These account.s, however, included 
certain sums of (certificates of deposit. 
>">!!dH and coupons which were iiiiavail- 
able for aiiy other iiurpose tlian the set- 
tlement of the treasurer's account ainl 
wliich. if cancelled. wouM have left a;i 
actual available working balance of 
^lii."),U4.'").SS(; „r.(l ^l.-)il,2<i,-,,oi)0 on the two 
dates roriiioctiveiy. Hy Sept. 80 this 
balance hatl been diminished to .si l9,- 
2.'")0.'J<1'^. owing to a deficiency in the 
revenues. 

In seven months, beginning with lawt 
December, upward of i;.si,()(W,0(K, was 
drawn out of the treasury in redemp- 
tion of notes, iiiid tlie K'dii reserve was 
reduced duriie.,' the same jieriod liy ^'IW,- 
OuO,o(H).

The amonnt of f,'.>lil during the fiscal 
year was the largest ever taken <jut of 
the cduiitrv nr ^rou^;ht into if in a lilfo 
period. iicinK upwards o( ^ M/M.cko.iiuo, 
and that ?;iii-,00(»,(iuO of it was drawn 
out of ttie treasury by the presentation 
of legal lender notes. Most of the gold 
exported in former years was supplied 
by tliA treasury in exchange for gold 
certificates, and the report says that it 
is the first time that any considerable 
sums of notes hava been prtaented for 

the metal. 

With the exception of an increase ot 
.'ivJ."),.")(M).000 in the amount of treasury 
notes issued in the jmrc base of silver 
bullion and a decrease of .':;nu,U(M),uoo in 
the combined volume of gold certifi- 
cates and currency certificates, there 
has been, the report says, no import- 
ant change in the jiublic debt. 

According to tlie revise(i estimate, 
the total stock of money of all kimis in 
the country' on ,Uine wa>< •'r'.', 5)7,- 
977. or nearlv .ui.'O.ooo less tlian at 
the same time last year. This contrac- 
tion took place, notwithstanding the 
addition of s;|.'>,rit O,( 100 to the stock of 
silver and increase of ^(i, 000,000 m ttoe 
outstandiu!^ bank note.-i and, i^caused 
by the e-xports of gold. 

In ,Iuly, however, there bej,'an a 
heavy relurii inoveuieiit of the metal, 
supported by a r.i|)i(l expansion of th(3 
bank note cin ulation.

stored to what it was when the exports 
begun. Tiie total increase of the ei- 
fei-tive stock A money in the tljree 
months was no 1 >'.ver than ijiH.'i.OdO.OOO, 
bringing it up to a figure much aliove 
the tiigliest I'ver reaclied before. 

The taeasurer's remarks that the sud- 
den contraction and exjiansioii within 
the space ot 11 months affords a strik- 
ing illustratiou of the degree of flexi- 
bility jios-sessed by the currency. 

The revised figures for the aniount of 
money in circulation, that is, outside 
of the treasury on June 80, place it at 
8l,.Vj(j,H4ti,M2ll,'or about iiO.OOO.OOil less 
ttian It was a year before.

During the past two fis< al years there 
was recoined nearly one fifth jiart of 
the whole estimated stotd; of suli- 
sidiary silver. ^an improvement, the re- 
port sa> .s, that is expected to incruiuie 
tlie popularity and usefnlnau of this 
part of the currency. 

<'oiilrary to '•xjiectafions the t'oltim- 
bian souveiiii" coins have not proved 
popular. Some of them were never 
taken out of the treasury, and others 
have been returned for redemption. 
An arrangement has Ik^cu iu contem- 
plation under which the half dollars in 
the treasury will Ije ret'oined at the ex- 
pense of the management of the exposi- 
tion. It has not l>eeii decided what dis- 
position is to lie made of the iiuarter 
dollars of I his coinage not disposeil of. 

Although the nominal aniount of 
counterfeit coins and pai>er currency 
presented at the treasury was greater 
than in thHi)roviouH year, the increase 
was less proportionately than the in- 
crease of the amount of money 
handled. 

Considerabl" additions wore tnaile to 
the bonds Ifeld in trust for ualioual 
banks and for the Pacific railroad sink- 
ing fund.

MOVING TO TARRYTOWN. 



Kdwin Oonid Will nud^o the Tax on HI* 
Father'n • 1 0,000,000 FemonHl I'ropertjr. 

New Yokk, Nov. 27.- The long fight 
between the heirs of the estate of Jay 
Qould and the department of taxes and 
iments over tba aaeeesmant of the 



estate for 910,000,000 for personal prop- 
erty, has had a new featvrt added to it 
within a few daya. Edwin Gtould has 
leased the Barron Ooort property in 
Tarrytown. with the avowed intHition 
of making that his home for taxable 
purposes, at least By this move Mr. 
Gould, as one of the executors of his 
father's estate, will save a tax of 9182,- 
000, which the personal property of 
that estate now bears in this county. 
He will also save an annoal tax on 
9100.000 of $1,880. which he pays on bis 
own account. 

The trouble between the Ghmlds and 
the tax department dates back to just 
after Jay Gould's death, on Dec. 2, 
1892. wh^n the probate of Gould's will 
showed his property, real and personal 
to amount to $72,000,000. 'The tax 
commissioner then levied the jiersonal, 
tax on the estate at 910,000,000 in place 
of r>oo,000. the amonnt Jay Gould said 
he owned. 

There were strenuous protests against 
the increase by the executors of the 
estate, and the tax commissioners 
afforded (George J. and Edwin Gtould 
private hearings to allow them to prove 
the injustice of the tax. What trans- 
pired at the meeting has never been 
told, but the personal tax assessment of 
the estate remained at 910,000,000. 

(jforge J. Gould admitted that his 
brother Edwin, who was not at his 
office, had leased the Barron place. Mr. 
Ctould said: 

' My brother has lea.sed the Ij.irron 
place sp that he can be near Helen aud 
the rest of ns, and posribly because he 
thinks the taxes which we are paying 
are excessive and unjust. We are satis- 
fied to hear our share frf the burdens of 
the government, and to pay an equit- 
able tax. but we object to paying taxes 
on §10.000,000 of personal property when 
the Vanderbilt, the richest estate in 
this city, is only assessed for gx.OOO.OOO. 
Why. my brother Edwin and myself 
pay faxes on .<(.">00,000 worth of personal 
property, when Cornelius and William 
K. Vanderbilt are only assessed for 
$400.00(1. All we want in the matter is 
to be treated fairly and on a par with 
every other taxpayer. We are willin-,' 
to pay our fair proportion, but wlien it 
comes to exacting more than this I 
think it is time for ns to move where 
we cf^n get fair treatment." 

KANSAS POPULIST S SPLIT. 
.1 Xew Party to U« ronaed to Work For 
Free Nllver Alone. 

Kans.\s City. Nov. 27.— A secret 
meeting of Kansas Populists was held 
Friday night in this city, and although 
the exact place of the gathering and 
the detailed account taken by it is not 
known, it is learned from an authentic 
source that action most important to 
Populists, which will result in a split 
of the party in Kansas, was decided 
upon. The meeting was the result of 
a called meeting held here a week ago, 
and it is said that among those present 
and taking a leading part were Jerry 
Simi»son, Messrs. Chenault of Fort 
tt, Kan,, Blair uf Pratt, aud Cy 
Corning and 50 others, all high in Pop- 
ulist circles. From authentic sources 
it is stated, howeter, that the delegates, 
after first swearing not to make public 
their intention at present, at least, de- 
nounced in the most uiKiualified terms 
the Kansas administration of the Popu- 
lists uj) to dfito and declared for a new 
party, and that from now on they 
would put forth every efl'ort to obtain 
free and uulimited coinage of silver, 
leaving the other planks of their form- 
er party to be taken car* of as might be. 

A SPLIT IN THE SP RECKBLSEa 

On« of tlio Ho) » Ih IIpIiik Crowded Away 
From llif SiiKHr Itiirrrl. 

Sa.n Fk.\S( Is.( (', Nov. 27. -There is 
litigation in the family of L'laus 
Hpreckels. the sugar king. C. A. 
Hpreckels, the youngest son, has Iwgun 
it by filing a' complaint against his 
father, Claus Spreckels, charging that 
the latter na.s i onspired with John D. 
and A. B. tipreckels and other directors 
of the Hawaiian Commercial and Sugar 
company to crowd the plaintiff and 
other stockholders out of tba corpor- 
ation. 

Allegations of fraud to secure the de- 
sired end are made with various revela- 
tions in connection with the business of' 
the sugar company, Glaus Spreckels 
and the two older sooa V asked to pay 
ii2, 500,000 to the corporation as damages 
for the fraudulent conspiracy, and a 
demand is made upon the court for an 
injunction to prevent the carrjring out 
of the plans. 

H. M. WoUey is associated with C. 
A. Sprec^kels as a plaintifif, he holding 
five shares of the canital stock, while 
the latter claim.^ to uold 800 shares. 
Philip N. Lilientha of the Anglo-Cali- 
fornia bank and Meyer Ehrman, another 
local capitalist, are mode defendants in 
the suit, as they hold a mortgage on 
property of the company, and the plaint- 
ifl's want an injunction to prevent 
foreclosure, alleging that snub action is 
contemplated as a part of the fraudu- 
lent scheme to acquire possession of 
stock. W. D. K. Gibson and M. H. 
Weed, two of the directoih, are also 
named as defendants, bnt in the com- 
plaint they are declared to own no 
stock, bAug merely dummies in the 
hands of cTaos Spreckek and tha two 
sons associated with him.

Skymoub, Ind., Nov. 27.- As the re- 
sult of a terrible tragedy, growing out 
of a family feud, five people are dead 

in their country home, several miles 
east of this city. Four year ago, ("lin 
ton Jordan, then 21 years old. married 
a daughter of Joishua Booster, with 
whom he has never lived happily. Last 
week they separated, and she returned 
to the home of her father. 

Late Saturday night Jordan met his 
father-in-law and accompanied him 
home, contrary to the wishes of the 
latter, who feared trouble. Jordan 
promised to behave, but soon after his 
arrival at FosA-r's home he began a 
quarrel. Foster then ordered him out 
of the house, when .Ionian fired at the 
old man. but missed him. the ball 
striking Mis < Cora Foster, aged 17. in 
the head, killing her instantly. His 
second shot hit Foster in the head and 
he fell, but he soon rose and ran a 
quarter of a mile to the home of an- 
other son-in-law. William Powell, where 
he fell, and lingered until late yester- 
day afternoon, wh»'n he died. 

.Jordan then turned his revolver 
toward .Mr.s. Foster, iiis motlier-in-l.iw. 
shooting her iu the neck, the ball rang- 
ing downward and cau>ing a wound 
from which she died last night. Jor- 
dan's wife attempted to defend her 
mother and he stabbed her repeatedly 
in the breast, hands and face, and 
ended by shooting her through the 
head. 

Jordan then opened his vest, and 
placing the revolver against his bre.ist 
sent a ball through his heart. He 
dropped dead, falling across the dead 
body of his wife. The pistol was placed 
BO close to his breast that Jordan's 
dotliing canuht fire and was literally 
burned off ot liim. t!: ' skin dropping 
from his l).>d> . \\ le u it was lifte.i. and 
his corpse pr. s. ute i a horrible sight. 

The revolver was a new lis-eiiliber 
Smith & Wesson, and it bad evidently 
been bought with the prenieditat*'il pur- 
jiose of killmt; bis victims. The -knife 
with which the murderer's wife was so 
cruelly Kaslied was also new and long 
and it had been freslilv sliaroened. 

Foster, the aged victim, was HO years 
old and his wife 50. Mrs. .lordan was 
only IH years old. 

Jordan had an unsavory reputatioii 
and when drinking. whi<-h he often 
did, he was ugly and quarrelsome. All 
the other victims wara peaceful and or> 
derly citizens. 

Jordan, the assassin and suicide, was 
illiterate and very stupid, but he had 
always been considered harmless. His 
parents were respectable people. The 
scene at the Foster homestead is one of 
the uiost horrible ever witnessed in this 
countv and the ex<-itement is intense. 

Hail not Jordan killed himself, he 
would certainly have lieeii very sum- 
marily punished by the enraged peo- 
ple.

Repablican Role in Kentncky Rattier 
EipensiYe to the Tax-Payers.

The Frankfort correspondent of the 

I/iuisville Post furnishes some very in- 
torestiag statistics for the consideration 
of the tax-payers of the State. ^ 

He writes that the report of the Audi- 
tor of Ihibllc Accounts to the Legislature, 
now in course of preparation, shows that 
oot^of the 119 counties ia the Sute, only 
thirty^ht paid more reinenae into the 
treasury for the year ending June TO last 
thftfx tliey drew out of it, which were four 
leas in n«mber than the previous year of 
1892; and a noteworthy fact brought out by 
this tfhle of receipts and expenditure^ a 
commsotary in itself on the government 
of counties controlled by the Republican 
party, is the proportion of Democratic 
and Republican net revenue counties, 
taking the last Presidential vote as a 
basis of calculation. • 

Of the thirty-eight Republican coun- 
ties, onln two paid more monq/ into the treat- 
ury than thep drew out of it, which is a pro- 
portion of .0.')2 per cent. 

Opposed to this, of the eighty-one 
Demoerttioooantlfls, thirty-six paid more 
money into the treasury than they drew 
out of it, which is a propprtion of .4rM 
per cent, or a grMter ptoportion than 
the Republican party by .392 per cent. 

Added to tliis CQuiparison it is shown 
tb»t the RepidMiean counties, dedocting 
the net revenue of two of such counties, 
drew out of the treasury altogether for 
the year, ovw and above what they paid 
into it, the sum of $328^.10, which is 
nearly $17,000 more than one-half of the 
total sum thu.i paid out to all the pauper 
counties, and of which the thirty-six Re- 
publican pauper counties show an aver- 
age population of 10,922, taking the last 
United States census is the basis of com- 
putation, as contrasted with the forty- 
five Democratic pauper counties, which 
show an average population of 12,805, 

The total receipts embrace all the rev- 
enue paid from the various counties ex- 
cepting that which comes from the rail- 
roads and corporations which pay di- 
rectly to the Auditor, and the expendi- 
tures include all under the head of the 
i-<<nt of criminal prosecutions, clerks' ser- 
vices, jury fund, pauper idiots, lunatics, 
Asseasons' record l)ook8, commissions and 
for common schools. 

Jefferson County's showing for the year 
was the total sum of $8»9,620.tf8 paid into 
the treasury and ?.")()1,.")78.]1 drawn out 
of it, leaving a net revenue for the State 
of $397,942.87. 

Mason County paid in ?l's,mOO,S2 more 
than she drew out, Bracken $2,^^2.07, 
Fleming $3,589.99, Nicholas $4,462.34 and 
Harrison SILTI^d.-'tO. These are all Dem- 
ocratic counties. 

That Republican strongiiold, " the 
State of Lewis " drew oat of the treasury 
$6,430.40 more than it paid into it. Rob- 
ertson is the only Democratic pauper 
county in this section. It drew $1,041.28 
more than it paid info the treasury. 

Only counties paid a larger net rev- 
enue last year than Mason. The seven 
counties pa}ring the largest net rievenne 
for the year are :

Cincinnati. Nov. J 7 -Nothing has 
been heard from Joseph £. Boughen, 
chief clerk at the East End gma works, 
(rinoe Sept 18 iMt He went to Chica- 
go abont two weeks previoni to tb»t 
time to see the world's fair. A week 
later his fattier, M. J. BouKhen, a man- 
nfactarer of hats on Fifth street, who 
lives on Bayxuiller stret t, near Clark, 
received^a telegram from hiiu, request- 
ing that more money \^ sent him, aa 
he had ppent all that be^iad with him 
when he left The moticy was sent, 
tut in a few days the registered en- 
velope in which it had been sent was 
returned, with the information that 
the party to whom it waa addrMMd, at 
a hotel on Monroe aveniw, bad toft tad 
could not be found. 

Boughen. who ii only 17 years old, 
waa last seen by a female relative, at 
tiM Ohio building, in the fair 

grounds. lie told her that he had sent 
home for money, and would remain in 
Chicago until it arrived. Mr. Boughen 
became alarmed at the continued ab- 
sence of his son, and went to Chicago 
to investigate himself. He found that 
the bov had left the hotel after papng 
his bill, and took with him his valise. 
Nothing further could be learned of his 
whereabouts, and the police have ever 
since been scouring the city for him. 

Kecently the ChicHgo Iter Ocean took 
up the matter, and commenced to proH- 
ecute the search with renewed vigor, 
but tlie iiai)er was no more successful 
than the police and private detectives 
had l)een. Hou^hen Iwid disappeared 
as comi)|ptely as if sM-alloweil up by the 
earth. Mr. Houghen has spent hun- 
dreds of dollars in prosecuting the 
search, and has scattered circulars with 
printed likenesses of Ids Km allOTW 
the country. 

On Nov. lo last he received a letttr 
signed "W. B. B." The letter was 
written on ordinary white note paiwr, 
and was pliiccd in a white envelope, 
whicli bori' tlie Cincinnati postmark. It 
contained n harrowing story, probablj* 
intended a^ an explanation of younf,' 
Boughen's disappearnco. The letter 
stated that the writer was ent;ac:eil in 
the kidnaping busiuess as a profession. 
One night he, with a nun;ber of mem- 
bers of tlie Kai'SJ. i>f whicli the writer 
s.'iys Ijc is tlic i liiet. Wi th cD^^aj^eil in 
kidnapin;; a youup; boy from liis pa- 
rents" hoii-ie on one of the principal 
thoroughfares of Chicago. Young 
Boughen happened to jtasH the spot 
just as the lioy was being forced into a 
waiting carriage. He attempted to in- 
terfere, and was placed in the carriage 
himself, with the boy, who waa ap- 
parently insensible. 

The carriage was driven rapidly 
away, and, according to the letter, 
both 1)1 ivh were placed on a ship in tbs 
liarlmr and confined there. 

Tlie letter went (jii to say that 
Biiugheu made liis escape after bein^ 
confined se\<'r;il ibiys. and, getting' pos- 
session of a rHVolver, was found by on*' 
ot tlie crowd, who Krapided witli linii 
Bou;^hen sliot and killed ttit< liuiii. li'' 
was laught l>eforo he could escjij ami 
again confined, this time wIht'' t itc 
was no possibility of escape. i' .rily 
after this he was taken ill with oruui 
tever, and liovi-red betWNn life and 
death for several days. 

The letter concluded with an oflVr 
that the boy wi>ul<l be turned up if 
$.">,U00 was fortiicoining at oncf. Tln' 
writer stated tliat he did not want the 
money for himself, but fur tlio tamdy 
of the man whom yountr BoukIicii had 
killed wlien he attempteil to escajie. In 
all, Mr. Boughen received seven letters, 
all of ttaa Muaa tanor and to tha nina 
eflfect. ' * 

At first lie paid little or no attention 
to them, but Thursday he concluded to 
lay the matter before the police. A 
meeting was arranged and the pcdice 
late Saturday arrestcil Walter II. llelle- 
ner, an alleged shoemaker, who lives at 
I'.H Llm street, lie is held on a tHtn- 
porary charge of suspicion, which will 
be cJianged to a graver one. The jadice 
do not beliuve his storv and think it 
only a case ci blackuiHif. Further in- 
vestigatioD is being made. 

FREIGHT TRAIN HELD UP. 

KIght DMperata Kabb«n Attempt to 
WrMk m PMMBcer Train. 

Goshen, Ind., Nov. 27.— The fast 
freight train No. (V>. on the Lake Short' 
road, pidled in this jdaco Saturday 
night with eight desperate robbers on 
lx>ard. Between this city and Elkhart 
they had uuide reiteated efforts to un- 
couple a number of cars, it is believed, 
with the idea of wrecking the fast ez- 
prwi train which passed here cloae be- 
nind the meat train. 

Train No. «0 pulled out of Elkhart at 
1:25 in the morniag with orderi to mn 
to Ligioner without stopping. When 
it had left Elkhart a rnfla behind the 
train crew, which ronaistaa of Con- 
ductor John Hickok and twobrakemen, 
found that eight man w«jr«onthe train, 
having concealed thenuelvea between 
oars.
